MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE 
UNIVERSITY SENATE January 13, 

1967 

The University Senate met at 2:10 p.m, January 13, 1967, President Elliott 
presiding. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved without exception. 

President Elliott welcomed Mr. Richard Harrison, President of the Student 
Council, who was attending the meeting as a guest of the University Senate. Mr. 
Harrison explained that Miss Billy Stablein, Editor-in-Chief of the University 
HATCHET, regretted she was unable to attend because of her examination schedule. 

Mr. Harrison thanked the Senate on behalf of Miss Stablein and himself for the 
privilege of acting as observers under the new ruling permitting students and 
others to attend upon invitation of the Executive Committee. 

Professor Lewis introduced Professor jfarl Stromsen, elected to the Senate 
from the School of Government and Business Administration, (in accordance with 
Resolution #66/3) and President Elliott welcomed him on behalf of the Senate. 

Professor Sharpe introduced A RESOLUTION TO AMEND THE PROVISIONAL BY-LAWS 
OF THE UNIVERSITY SENATE TO PROVIDE FOR STATEMENTS AND DISCUSSIONS (See #66/11 
attached) and moved its adoption, seconded by Professor Stevens. After brief 
discussion, the Resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Professor Hanken, on behalf of the Athletics Committee introduced A RESOLUTION 
TO PROVIDE STUDENT MEMBERSHIP ON THE UNIVERSITY SENATE ATHLETICS COMMITTEE (See 
66/12 attached, as amended), seconded by Professor Stevens, and moved its adoption. 
After a short discussion, Secretary Houser (for greater clarity) suggested the 
phrase "including the Law School and School of Medicine" be parenthetically added 
after "student body" in the resolving clause, and Professor Wood suggested the 
addition of the phrase "upon nomination of the Student Council" at the end of the 
resolving clause. Professors Hanken and Stevens agreed to these additions, and 
the Resolution was then adopted unanimously, as amended. 

Prof. Louis H. Mayo, Vice President for Advanced Policy Studies, addressed the 
Senate. Dean Mayo outlined the history of the Policy Studies Program which is 
presently supported by a three-year NASA grant in the amount of $750,000. The 
program has been in existence for three years at the University. Dean Mayo has 
recently been asked to take over the leadership of the program and, after con- 
sultation with NASA, an entirely new approach to the program has been instituted. 

Prof. Mayo stressed that the undertaking is not restricted to studies which 
are relevant to NASA projects. In fact, NASA has submitted no list of research 
projects for study under the grant, but has granted the University wide discretion 
to study any subject which may fall within the Science-Society interface area and 
within the University's competence.

Prof.Mayo emphasized the need for faculty interest and participation in the 
Policy Studies Program in order to achieve real accomplishments in policy research, 
and in order to permit the University to keep the program productive. He pointed 
out the vast areas of study whiph are open at the present time in technology, 
urban affairs, education, etc., and the reservoir of talent which exists in the 
University to make meaningful contributions to such studies. 

After general discussion of the program as presented by Prof Mayo, and remarks 
by Professors Lewis, Heller, Arkilic and Stevens with regard to the persons pre- 
sently associated with the program, the possibility of extra compensation for 
faculty members for their active cooperation in the programs, how the School of 
Engineering and Applied Science can contribute, and the relationship of the program 
to the internal life of the University itself. President Elliott thanked professor 
Mayo for his very informative and interesting presentation. He expressed his own 
hope that the program would become widely known throughout the University and that 
relationships between government agencies and the University would be broadened 
and strengthened as a result. 

Professor Naeser, Chairman of the Nominating Committee, presented its nominee, 
Professor Seymour Alpert, to replace Dean Frank Miller on the Executive Committee 
of the University Senate and the Senate unanimously elected Professor Alpert. 

On nomination made by Professor Wood, Professor Herman H. Hobbs was unanimously 
elected to represent the faculty as a member at large on the School and College 
Council of the School of Engineering and Applied Science. 

On nomination made by Professor Naeser, Professor Ira Telford of the School 
of Medicine was unanimously elected to represent the Faculty as a member-at-large 
of the School and College Council of Columbian College of Arts and Sciences, 
replacing Dean Carl Walther, now Assistant Vice President for Academic Affairs. 

In his remarks, Dr. Elliott stated that the Board of Trustees would review 
the matter of the retention or non-retention of the football program, together 
with all other matters relating to physical education and varsity teams, at its 
meeting on Thursday, January 19th, 1967. Until the Board has made a decision on 
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these matters, President Elliott feels nothing further may be gained by dis- 
cussion of them. The President also stated that the matter of the University's 
involvement in research in the area of biological warfare, as reported in 
last week's SCIENCE magazine, has been carefully checked. It has been found 
that although the University had done some related research in this area under 
a contract with Fort Dettrick, Maryland in 1952, such research had been completed 
in 1959, and nothing further has been done since that time by the University. 

Taking advantage of Resolution #66/11 passed earlier in this meeting. 

Professor Heller made a brief statement regarding Basic English Language Require- 
ments for Doctoral Candidates and after a short discussion period, Professor Lewis, 
seconded by Professor Stevens, moved that the matter be referred to the Committee 
on Admissions and Advanced Standing for its consideration. 

On motion made, seconded and carried the following students were elected by 
the Senate to serve on its Athletics Committee: 

Charles Campbell - Business Administration 
Jack Goldberg - Law School 

A very pleasant and informal coffee hour was held before this meeting for 
members of the Senate and their guests, the members of the Interfraternity and 
Pan-Hel Councils. 

The meeting was adjourned at 3:35 p.m.

SPECIAL REPORT TO THE UNIVERSITY SENATE 


The report of the Committee on Appointment, Salary, Promotion Policies 
with regard to the recommendation of its sub-committee on retirement, which was 
recommitted to the sub-committee by the Senate at its meeting March 11, 1 966, 
has been reconsidered by the entire Committee. 

The Committee has worked diligently, seeking out the opinions of members 
of the various faculties. With the exception of requests that the Committee 
investigate the question of permitting voluntary retirement before the age of 
65, only one member of the faculty came forward and spoke in favor of a change 
in the current retirement provisions of the Code and Ordinances. 

The Committee has asked Assistant Treasurer Cantini to prepare a statement 
of what might be involved in terms of benefits if it were decided to suggest 
that long-term members of the faculty be permitted to retire at their own re- 
quest before reaching the age of 65 • This information may be ready in time to 
be included in the Committee's annual report for 1966-67. 

But for the specific matter under consideration, the Committee suggests 
that no changes are needed and it recommends that no changes by made in the 
retirement provisions of the Code and Ordinances at this time.

A RESOLUTION .TO AMEND THE PROVISIONAL BY-LAWS OF THE UNIVERSITY SENATE 


TO PROVIDE FOR STATEMENTS AND DISCUSSIONS 


Whereas (a) the Provisional By-Laws of the University Senate restrict 
debate to Resolutions presented on the Agenda or considered by 
means of suspending the rules of order, and 

Whereas (b) it would add to the usefulness of Senate meetings if members 
and occasionally other persons could make statements and discussions 
of statements on matters within the competence of the Senate, so 
long as the Senate possesses some means of controlling the time it 
devotes to such statements and discussions, therefore 

Be it Resolved by the University Senate of The George Washington University: 

1 1. The Provisional By-Laws of the University Senate shall be 

2 amended by adding the following new section, which will come after the 

3 existing Section 7: 

4 2. "Section 7A. Statements and Discussions 

5 (a) At the close of all business brought before the Senate at 

6 a regular meeting, any member (or any other person, within the pro- 

7 cedures set out in Sec. 7(c) ) may deliver a statement upon any 

8 subject within the competence of the Senate, and other members may 

9 join in discussion of the statement. Other statements and discussions 

10 may follow. A statement shall not be considered a resolution, and 

11 discussion of a statement shall not be considered debate. The order 

12 of appearance of persons delivering statements may be set in advance 

13 of the meeting by arrangement with the President and may but need 

14 not be set forth in the Agenda. The subjects of statements and 

15 motions of referral, but not the details of discussions, shall be 

16 noted in the minutes. 

17 (b) A statement or discussion may be interrupted by the 

18 following motion: "I move to refer the subject to the Senate 

19 Committee on ... . (naming an appropriate committee)." Because 

20 a function of the motion is to terminate discussion of the subject, 

21 the motion shall be undebatable, and it shall be amendable only 

22 in respect of the committee designated.
